Timing of funding 'surprising' as £20m cuts anticipated 


COUNCIL moneymen have 
opted to spend almost 
£400,000 of taxpayers’ cash 
on play areas - despite fac¬ 
ing a £20 million budget cut. 

Medway Council’s Cabinet made the 
decision to allocate £381,518 of fund¬ 
ing to renovate nine children’s sites at 
a meeting last week. 

The Labour party has questioned 
the timing of the move, just days 
before the authority’s financial settle- 
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ment is allocated by government. 

It is thought the council could be left 
with a £20m financial black hole, lead¬ 
ing to wholesale cutbacks across a 
multitude of services. 

Despite the fears, Cabinet members 
decided improving Medway’s play 
facilities was a “priority’ and worthy 
of a six-figure investment sum. 

The cash has been provided by the 


government’s Playbuilder programme, 
which was set up with the sole pur¬ 
pose of giving run-down play areas a 
new lease of life. 

However, changes to the scheme this 
year meant that council bosses were 
no longer obliged to use the funding 
for this purpose. 

A Medway Conservatives group 
spokesman confirmed: “With the 
removal of ringfencing, local authori¬ 
ties could use these funds for other

Our MPs claim 
£llk expenses 
in first round 


THE towns’ three new 
Tory MPs claimed a com¬ 
bined total of more than 
£11,000 in their first round 
of expenses. 

Chatham and Aylesford’s Tracey 
Crouch led the way with £6,319.27, 
with Gillingham and Rainham’s 
Rehman Chishti receiving 
£4,758.05. Mark Reckless, the MP 
for Rochester and Strood, is yet to 
submit any expenses claims. 

Of Miss Crouch’s £6k 
expenses, £3,877.50 
was spent on staffing 
and more than £870 
went towards sta¬ 
tionery. The Tory, who 
defeated Labour’s 
Jonathan Shaw in 
May’s General 

Election, also spent 
£475 on ‘professional 
services’, a term 
defined as someone 
who provides a service 
to the MP, such as a 
chartered surveyor. 

Miss Crouch said her 
claim was made up of 
personal costs rather 
than expenses. 

“My first three 
months of claims cover 
the cost of setting up 
an MP’s office rather 
than reimbursement 
any kind of personal 
claim,” she said. “I will 
shortly be publishing 
all my claims to date 
rather than operate to 
the timetable set by the 
Independent Parlia¬ 
mentary Standards Authority, 
which will give the public the trans¬ 
parency they demand on what their 
taxes are being spent on.” 

Similarly, the bulk of Mr Chishti’s 
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expenses came in the form of 
staffing (£3,877.50), with stationeiy 
coming in second place (£800). 

Travel, explained as ‘own car MP 
- staff made up the remaining £75 . 

Mr Chishti said: “I am happy to 
justify my expenses. There are costs 
involved with running two offices 
and I do not claim a second home 
allowance. Gillingham is my home.” 

With regards to the £3.1 million 
claimed in total by the 
MPs between May and 
September, the

The published 
expenses show Prime 
Minister David 

Cameron claimed 
£2,408.75 for research

Russell claimed £82.13 
for toilet paper for his 
constituency office. 

Labour MP Gloria De 
Piero, an ex-GMTV 
presenter, claimed £1 
for cleaning gloves from 
Netto, while the small¬ 
est individual claim 
lodged was by Pete 
Wishart, the SNP rep¬ 
resentative for Perth & 
North Perthshire, who 
claimed 14p in mileage. The £3.1m 
cost claims by MPs for the first four 
months of the Coalition Government 
are in stark contrast to the £96m bill 
for the whole of last year. 


Pub booking pulled 
as EDL is rumbled 

A PUB landlord shut the door on the 
English Defence League after they 
hired out a function room under a 
different name. 

The Kent branch of the EDL - a 
far-right group set up last year - had 
made plans to hold a meeting at 
O’Connells, Chatham, at 8pm last 
Wednesday. 

They are said to have booked a room 
at the town centre pub under the 
guise of the Help for Heroes charity. 

Labour councillor Vince Maple, who 
campaigns for the Love Music Hate 
Racism campaign, spoke to the land¬ 
lord, who cancelled the booking. 

“I have spoken to pub and police 
and they confirmed, unsurprisingly, 
that the room was booked in a differ¬ 
ent name and the pub had no idea 
the EDL was planning to use their 
venue,” he said. 

Chief Inspector Peter de Lozey said: 
“Kent Police were made aware there 
was information circulating that the 
English Defence League planned to 
hold a meeting at a pub in Medway. 

“We spoke with the licensee and 
were advised the meeting would not 
be going ahead.”

999 call is heard 
around the globe 
after 'going viral' 

A YOUNG woman made headlines 
across the globe last week after call¬ 
ing 999 to report the theft of her 
snowman. 

The unnamed Chatham caller rang the emer¬ 
gency number after she looked outside her 
house and noticed her beloved snowman had 
gone. 

A transcript of the concerned woman’s con¬ 
versation with the police operator was released 
on Friday morning and was immediately post¬ 
ed on our website. 

Within hours the story had been picked up by 
all the national newspapers. The stolen snow¬ 
man then went viral, finding its way onto thou¬ 
sands of websites across the world. 

The snowman - who had pound coins for eyes 
and teaspoons for arms - was also being widely 
discussed on Facebook and Twitter. 

The missing snowman 999 call later went on 
to become the BBC’s most read story of the day.

One quick-thinking Twitter user then kept 
the story alive when they had the bright idea to 
set up a profile for the missing snowman.

wrote Tweet update such as ‘Where am I? 
Can’t see a damn thing” and “I may be wrong... 
but I think I’m in the boot of a car”. 

However, Kent Police chiefs were less amused 
with the woman’s antics. 

She received a frosty reception from Chief 
Inspector Simon Black, who said: “This call 
could have cost someone’s life if there was a 
genuine emergency and they couldn’t get 
through. It was completely irresponsible.” 

The force received more than 8,000 general 
and 999 calls in 48 hours when last week’s 
snow storms hit Medway, double the number it 
normally receives.

schemes. However, Medway’s 
Cabinet felt that improving play 
facilities was a priority and fund¬ 
ing has now been earmarked for 
the new sites.”

Christmas Day face 
slasher thug is jailed 


A THUG who slashed a man across 
the face with a knife five times during 
a frenzied Christmas Day attack has 
been jailed indefinitely. 

Paul Harbour, 25, of Lobelia Close, 
Gillingham, told his helpless victim 
with each horrific stroke: “Every time 
you see this, you’ll remember me.” 

Harbour’s 37-year-old victim was 
left with permanent scarring. 

The yob pleaded not guilty to 
wounding with intent, claiming he 
had acted in self-defence. 

But a jury at Maidstone Crown 
Court took less than 30 minutes to 
find him guilty. He was sentenced at 
the same court on Monday, last week. 

The court heard how Harbour and 
the victim became involved in an 
argument at a Gillingham house on 
Friday, December 25, last year. 

Harbour was asked to leave, at 
which point the confrontation became 
physical. The thug then armed him¬ 
self with a knife and launched his sav¬ 
age attack. 

Officers arrested him in a nearby 
street and was charged the next day. 

Det Con Darryll Paulson said: 
“Harbour showed a clear intent on 
causing an injury by repeatedly cut¬ 
ting the victim and stating ‘every time 
you see this, you'll remember me’. The 
injuries were serious and have left

permanent scarring.’ 

“We are pleased the judge recog¬ 
nised the severity of the incident and 
hope this sentence demonstrates that 
Kent Police in Medway will not toler¬ 
ate violent incidents of this nature 
and will deal with offenders robustly.”

Bottom of the class: Medway's 
failing primary schools shame 


MEDWAY was home to more than 
a quarter of the county’s failing pri¬ 
mary schools last year, this paper 
can reveal. 

Five schools across the towns were either put 
in special measures or served with notices to 
improve following an in-depth Ofsted inspection. 

Only 14 other schools across the entire coun¬ 
ty suffered a similar fate between 2009-2010. 

Both Medway Council and KCC defended the 
Ofsted findings, claiming the bar had been 
raised and that assessments were now tougher. 

But Gravesend-based education advisor 
Peter Read said if Ofsted was raising standards 
then councils should be doing the same. 

“Medway Council must be concerned about the 
number of failing primary schools. It is its respon¬ 
sibility to help improve standards,” he said.

“My question is if Ofsted has raised the bar 
then why aren’t local authorities doing the 
same?” 

A Medway Council spokesman said the 
authority was working intensively with the 
schools and that two had been taken out of spe¬ 
cial measures after follow-up inspections. 

They said: “We are committed to providing 
schools where every pupil reaches their full 
potential and where Ofsted have found that 
schools are underachieving we are taking swift 
and robust action to accelerate students’ 
achievements and progress. 

“It is disappointing for all those associated 
with a school when it becomes subject to a 
notice to improve or requires special meas¬ 
ures and we fully accept that we need to 
work harder to ensure every school provides 


the best outcomes for its pupils. 

“The council is working intensively with 
these schools in order to address the improve¬ 
ment issues, ensuring they make progress and 
ensure their next inspection is successful. 

“St Margaret’s CEV Junior school is an exam¬ 
ple of such actions, judged as ‘good’ at its latest 
Ofsted report this month after being given 
notice to improve a year ago. 

“Gordon Juniors has also been taken out of 
special measures following its most recent 
Ofsted inspection, which saw standards raised 
within 16 months of their last report. 

‘We have taken robust action to secure imme¬ 
diate improvements in the remaining schools. 
We have recruited strong leaders, strengthened 
governing bodies, and supported partnership 
working with good schools. 

We are already seeing the effects of this work 
in inspectors’ follow-up visits.” 


Teenager punched 
in five-yob assault 

A TEENAGER suffered a split lip after 
being set upon by a five-strong mob of 
thugs. 

The 16-year-old was attacked in 
Beechings Way, Gillingham, at 3.30pm 
on Monday, November 29. 

One of the five repeatedly punched 
the youngster in the mouth until he fell 
to the floor. 

The gang then walked away in the 
direction of Pump Lane. 

The men are described as white and 
aged about 18. One was wearing a 
white hooded top. 

PC Amanda Taylor said: “This was an 
unprovoked assault on a young man 
which resulted in him suffering a sig¬ 
nificant injury. 

“I urge anyone who was in the area at 
the time, or has information which may 
assist our investigation, to contact us 
immediately.”

A police spokesman said: "A 19 year old woman from Chatham who went missing has been 
found safe and well.” 


Drink drivers to be banned in a day 


DRINK drivers could now find themselves 
caught and punished within 24 hours follow¬ 
ing new measures by Kent Police. 

The new process, that started today, will 
see anyone caught drunk and behind the 
wheel arrested and tried by virtual court 
almost immediately. 

People arrested in the Medway Towns, 
Gravesham and Dartford areas could face 
the swift justice by appearing in the Court at 
North Kent Police Station. 

Usually drink drivers are charged with the 
offence and given 15 days before they are given 
a date to appear before a magistrate. They are 
also permitted to continue driving. 

With these new measures however, those 


who commit the offence could now be taken 
off the road the very same day. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gaiy Beautridge 
said: “The virtual courts system means we can 
take drink drivers off the road straight away, 
rather than waiting for the case to be heard. 

“It means someone arrested and charged in 
the morning could be dealt with and banned 
by the afternoon.” 

The fastest drink-drive case dealt with by 
the Virtual Court took place in just over two 
hours, from the charge to being disqualified. 

The Virtual Court works by having the 
offender in an interview room set up in cus¬ 
tody with a television in, which links live to 
the magistrates’ court.

Two-day operation 
snares fine-dodgers 

NEARLY £7,000 in unpaid fines has been 
recovered by a joint operation between 
Kent Police and HM Courts Service. 

The operation ran over two days, 
November 24 and 25, and saw 16 people 
arrested, nine surrender to the court and 
a further 11 make contact to deal with 
their fines. In total, 60 addresses were 
visited across Medway and £6,800 in 
fines recovered. 

Sergeant Alex Bain, who was part of 
the operation, said: “It’s important we 
work closely with the courts to make 
sure fines are paid. 

“Some of these had built up over a long 
time and we want to send a message 
that fines will not be forgotten. 

Disregard 

“If money is owed, the police and courts 
have the power to make sure it is collect¬ 
ed. Lack of payment shows a complete 
disregard for the courts.” 

Fine-dodgers were taken to Medway 
Magistrates’ Court where a plan for pay¬ 
ment was made. 

Options open to magistrates include 
taking 17.5 per cent of an individual’s 
wages until the fine is paid in full, 
attaching a payment to those on benefits 
of £5 a week, or the payment owed can 
be paid in full. 

Julia Eeles, HM Courts Service area 
director, said: “Our message to dodgers is 
clear: pay up or face the consequences. 

“We will do everything to trace those 
who do not pay. Money can be taken 
from an offender’s earnings or benefits. 

‘Warrants can be issued instructing 
court agents to seize and sell goods 
belonging to offenders. Ultimately, an 
offender can be imprisoned for non-pay¬ 
ment of their fine.”

GAINING city status would “put 
Medway on the map” says council 
leader Rodney Chambers. 

The Conservative coouncillor made the com¬ 
ment on Wednesday, last week, on the day the 
new city competition officially opened. 

Constitutional reform minister Mark Harper 
encouraged towns across the country to enter 
the contest, with the winner being bestowed 
with the title in 2012, the year the Queen cele¬ 
brates her diamond jubilee. 

Medway will battle it out with the likes of 
Bolton, Reading, Milton Keynes and Croydon. 

Cllr Chambers said the towns’ bid would be 
hard to beat. 

“We believe we have the strongest possible 
case,” he said. “Medway has all the key city cre¬ 
dentials. It has a population of 255,000, four 
universities, a cathedral, a Football League club, 
superb transport and trade links, a world- 
famous dockyard, a £6 billion programme of 
regeneration, rural areas and a great river set¬ 
ting. 

“But it is not the buildings that make 
Medway, it is the people. ‘We are a city, in all but 
name. And it is the people of Medway - our 
strong, diverse, talented, vibrant community - 
who will champion our city credentials. 

“The people are the driving force of Medway 
and they deserve the recognition this honour 


would bestow. If we can gain city status during 
the Queen’s diamond jubilee year this would 
allow us to fully market all this area has to offer. 

‘We believe that with the squeeze on the pub¬ 
lic sector purse and the downturn in grants 
from central government, gaining city status 
would present a golden opportunity to gain yet 
more investment from the private sector.” 

However, Yourmedway readers have voted 
overwhelmingly against the city status bid. 

A poll on our website saw just 30 per cent of 
respondents register their support to the cam¬ 
paign. More than 1,000 readers said they did 


not support the proposal. 

Some attacked the bid as a waste of money, 
while others said they would support a separate 
campaign to have Rochester restored as a city. 

Cllr Chambers responded to the criticism by 
saying: “There seem to be few arguments 
against Medway going for it. 

“There is very little cost, but the benefits could 
be enormous. Becoming a city will help us put 
Medway on the map. 

“If we became a city in 2012 it would be the 
crowning glory of a great year of celebrations for 
the area.”

Q 


What is your role at the PCT? 


A I am the director of public health for 
Medway, which is a shared role between 
NHS Medway and Medway Council. This 
means I have a wide range of responsibilities, 
including developing programmes to improve 
the health of local people, ensuring the NHS is 
prepared for public health emergencies such 
as pandemic flu, identifying which health 
services will make the most difference to the 
health of the people of Medway and are there¬ 
fore priorities for development, and ensuring 
the delivery of our vaccination programmes 
and population screening programmes. Of 
course I don't do this on my own. I am support¬ 
ed by a public health team who work across 
the PCT and Medway Council as well as many 
colleagues in both organisations. 


Q 


What is your background? 


A I qualified as a doctor at University College 
Hospital, London, and then trained as a 
GP. I decided to enter a career in public health 
medicine because it allowed me to follow my 
interests in preventative medicine and 
improving health services. 


Q 


What is the best part of your role? 

I like making a difference to people and the 
services they receive. This year we have 


started some new public health services, 
including an exercise referral scheme, online 
help to give up smoking and student health 
services. There has been good uptake and pos¬ 
itive feedback from users. We have also run A 
Better Medway, which encourages people to 
eat sensibly, get active, stop smoking, drink 
sensibly and manage stress. Seeing the enthu¬ 
siasm for it has been really inspiring.

What is the worst aspect? 

Not being able to do everything as quickly as 
I would like - but I have learnt to prioritise.

How does the recent weather affect life at the PCT? 


Q What measures have been put in place this winter for 
improving overall health in Medway? 

A We are offering seasonal flu vaccination 
and pneumococcal vaccination to help pro¬ 
tect people who are most at risk of complica¬ 
tions from winter illnesses to stay well. 

This year, the flu jab is being offered to preg¬ 
nant women as well as people over 65 and peo¬ 
ple with serious long-term conditions such as 
heart disease and chronic bronchitis. 

This is because it protects against swine flu, 
which is expecting to be the main virus circu¬ 
lating. During the pandemic pregnant women 
who caught swine flu were five to six times 
more likely to be admitted to hospital and 
intensive care than people who were not preg¬ 
nant. I would urge everyone offered one of 
these vaccinations to make sure they have it. 


A We have been putting into action the plans 
that we have developed with our partners 
in the NHS and Medway Council to deal with 
situations just like this. This involves monitor¬ 
ing how services are coping with the pressures 
that occur during heavy snow and ensuring 
we are able to prioritise resources to deal with 
the most urgent cases. 

Due to the wonders of technology much of 
the PCT’s role in this can be done away from 
the office so we don't need to put extra pres¬ 
sures on the 4x4 vehicles which are needed to 
transport clinical staff and patients. 

Q What advice would you give to the public to keep 
healthy and warm? 

A Playing in the snow can be great fun - and 
good exercise - but it is advisable that frail, 
older people and very young children stay at 
home in freezing weather, if they possibly can. 

Q What do you think the future holds for healthcare in 
Medway? 

A Everybody will be aware of the financial 
pressures the public sector is facing and 
this applies to the health service too. More 
than ever we will need to ensure the services 
provided are based on evidence of what works 
best and are delivered efficiently. We also need 
to ensure we focus on prevention as it is more 
cost effective to prevent ill health than to treat it.

Lack of letters puts 
mail jobs at risk 

ABOUT 400 jobs at the Royal Mail could 
be axed as four regional sorting offices 
move to a new flagship centre in 
Rochester. 

The facility is expected to start operat¬ 
ing in 2012 and will replace mail centres 
in Maidstone, Canterbury, Tonbridge 
and Dartford. 

The Royal Mail said it hoped to avoid 
compulsory redundancies but Dave 
Banbury, from the Kent branch of the 
postal workers’ union the CWU, has said 
the plans are bad for morale. 

The company said it needed to change 
because of the reduction in the number 
of people sending letters because of a rise 
in other forms of communication such as 
email. 


An'overgrown 
eyesore'lands 

resident a fine 


A HOMEOWNER has been fined 
after failing to clear lorry-loads of 
rubbish and out-of-control vegeta¬ 
tion from his front and back gardens. 

Colin Saunders agreed to tidy the Priory 
Road property following a visit from Medway 
Council’s environmental enforcement team in 
June, 2008. 

Neighbours had complained that the 
Gillingham home’s front garden was an over¬ 
grown eyesore while the back garden was akin 
to a rubbish tip. 

Saunders agreed to complete the clean-up 
within six weeks. 

But the rubbish was still rotting away at the 
property in September, this year. 

A notice was then served under section 215 of 
the Town and Country Planning Act 1990 
requiring the work to be done. 

The notice was not complied with leading 
Medway Council to prosecute. 

Saunders, who said he inherited the home 
from his late mother, was subsequently charged 
with failure to comply with the clear-up notice.

He was due before Medway Magistrates 
Court on Monday, November 15, but failed to 
attend. 

Magistrates found the Sittingbourne man 
guilty in his absence, fined him £250 and 
ordered him to pay £150 in costs. 

In a separate case heard on the same date 
Janice Wade, landlady of a property in 
Fallowfield, Chatham, and her tenant Tina 
McNab were each fined £250 and ordered to 
pay £150 in costs after being found guilty of 
failure to comply with a clear-up notice. 

In June 2008 the council received a complaint 
about that address and on visiting the site 
found household rubbish littering the front gar¬ 
den with broken pieces from a wooden fence 
panel lying on the grass. 

The officer spoke with McNab and agreed 
with her a time of 21 days to tidy up the garden. 
A land search showed the owner to be Janice 
Wade of Limetree Close, Chatham, who was 
also informed about the need to carry out work 
at her rented home. 



The site was re-visited in August this year 
and notices were served but complaints contin¬ 
ued with a further inspection finding rubbish, 
including used nappies, strewn all over the 
front garden. 

Medway Council’s enforcement chief Mike 
O’Brien said: “The environmental enforcement 
team play a vital role for the people of Medway 
to ensure the area stays clean, safe and green. 
How an area looks plays a big part in that. 

“Untidy sites like this are a breeding ground 
for vermin and disease and a target for danger¬ 
ous rubbish such as syringe needles and glass. 

“One of the council’s targets is to reduce the 
fear of crime and improving how an area looks 
plays a vital role in achieving that.”

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World Cup tourism 
bonanza not to be 


KENT has missed out on a tourism 
bonanza after England’s failed bid to host 
the 2018 World Cup. 

Despite an impressive final push includ¬ 
ing speeches by David Cameron, Prince 
William and David Beckham, football’s 
world governing body Fifa decided it was 
Russia’s turn to host the tournament. 

And now Visit Kent - responsible for 
promoting the county to tourists - has 
been left to wonder what might have been. 

“Our proximity to London would have 
given us a great opportunity to reap the 
benefits of an English World Cup, and 
that’s why Fifa’s decision is such a shame,” 
said chief executive Sandra Matthews- 
Marsh. 

‘Visit Britain had already drawn up an 
action plan. And even if Holland and 
Belgium had won we could have used it to 
attract visitors to Kent. But there’s no way 
with Russia. It’s just too far away.” 

Sports minister Hugh Robertson - the 
MP for Faversham and Mid Kent - said 
he did not understand how England had 
lost the bid. Mr Robertson attended the 
announcement ceremony in Zurich, 
Switzerland, on Thursday, and^ 
said the bid team had done „ 
everything in its power to j 
secure the hosting rights. 

He added: “The only possi-1 
ble explanation is the one\ 
given by [Fifa president] Seppl 
Blatter, which was wanting to 
take football to new frontiers. / 

Our presentation was widely 
praised as being the best the ] 
executive committee received.”

Vital services cut while 

£16.3m is spent on CCTV 


CIVIL rights campaigners say Kent 
councils are “obsessed” with CCTV 
after spending a total of £16.3 million 
on the technology in just three years. 

Pressure group Big Brother Watch has criti¬ 
cised the county’s 15 district authorities - 
including the London boroughs of Bexley and 
Bromley - claiming the cash would be better 
spent protecting vital public services. 

The total figure for Kent represents 5.1 per 
cent of the £314.8m spent by 336 councils 
throughout the UK on the installation and 
operation of CCTV. 

Big Brother Watch campaign director Daniel 
Hamilton said: “I think £16.3m is a particular¬ 
ly large amount in light of the massive spend¬ 
ing cuts we are experiencing. Councils are cut¬ 
ting services left, right and centre, so to spend 
that much on CCTV is really excessive. 

“The rise of CCTV cameras is a uniquely 
British obsession led by councils, and councils 
in Kent are very much part of that obsession.” 

According to figures released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, Bromley council 
has spent the most on CCTV since 2007, at 
£1.6m. Outside of London the highest-spending 
authority is Canterbury at £1.45m, closely fol¬ 
lowed by Thanet (£1.4m) and Medway (£1.2m). 

Gravesham has spent the least at £577,940. 

“We have no problem with the effective use of 
CCTV cameras for the right kind of purposes,” 
said Mr Hamilton. “In Kent we would actively

support it at the ports of Dover and Folkestone 
because they are very important from a nation¬ 
al security point of view. People would rather see 
more police on the streets, but instead they are 
being caught on camera an average of 300 times 
a day, which is a massive invasion of privacy.” 

The council which spent the most in the UK 
at £10.5m was Birmingham, which came under 
fire last June for using more than 200 cameras 
in two Muslim areas of the city. 

The Big Brother report - entitled The Price is 
Wrong - reveals there is about one council- 
owned CCTV camera for every 1,000 people in 
the country. 

It also points out the Shetland Islands - with 
a population of just 22,000 - is home to more 
cameras than the entire San Francisco Police 
Department, which serves more than 1.2 mil¬ 
lion homes. 

A Canterbury council spokesman criticised 
the Big Brother report as a “very shallow” com¬ 
parison, adding that CCTV cameras provide 
year-round policing of town centres, help deal 
with alcohol-fuelled violence and identify peo¬ 
ple in need of help. 

The spokesman added there had also been no 
effort to analyse the cost of the technology in 
terms of value for money. 

Last May, Archant KOS Media revealed how 
hundreds of covert operations had been carried 
out on unsuspecting members of the public by 


Kent councils using anti-terror laws. 

They authorised more than 430 actions under 
the Regulation of Investigatory Powers Act in 
two years, but just 28 prosecutions were secured 
for offences including fly-tipping, graffiti and 
underage alcohol sales.

Not only does he write scripts for the institu¬ 
tional shows, he runs a website about them as 
well as stars in them every year. It’s fair to say 
he is pantomime royalty. 

A veteran of 37 pantomimes, it’s hard 
to meet someone who personifies the 
role of dame like he does. 

He said: “People call me a veteran 
but it’s not fair, it makes me sound 
old, like the British Museum. Still I 
never get bored of it. This is what we do 
for a living and I’m lucky to be able to 
have so much fun each year. I always 
look forward to it.”

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Clever twist between good and 
evil but film fails to be distinctive

SUPERMAN wouldn’t be quite so 
super without scheming Lex 
Luthor, while Batman’s cowl and 
utility belt would gather dust were 
it not for the maniacal Joker. 

Good and evil live side by side, locked in a 
perpetual tug of war. 

Light or dark occasionally triumphs but 
invariably the balance of power shifts between 
them. 

Directed by Tom McGrath, who previously 
made Madagascar and its sequel, Megamind 
is a fast-paced computer animated adventure 
that asks if a villain could become a hero when 
the entire world is pitted against him. 

The role reversal taps into a rich vein of 
humour and screenwriters Alan J Schoolcraft 
and Brent Simons have fun plundering the 
conventions of the genre. 

They pepper the script with pop culture ref¬ 
erences, wry one-liners and visual gags like 
the No You Can’t posters which the epony¬ 
mous villain plasters over the city in a sly dig 
at Barack Obama’s election promises. 

There is also an affectionate nod to Marlon 
Brando’s scenery-chewing portrayal of 
Superman’s father Jor-El. 

However, in a vintage year for dazzling, fam¬ 
ily-friendly animation led by Toy Story 3 and 
How To Train Your Dragon, McGrath’s film 
lacks that special something to distinguish it 
from the crowd. 

Megamind (voiced by Will Ferrell) is sepa¬ 
rated from his alien parents as a child and 
crash-lands on Earth, where he grows up in 
the Metro Prison For The Criminally Gifted. 

Surrounded by thieves, murderers and 
degenerates, he discovers his calling. 

“Being bad is the one thing I’m good at!” he 
giggles, sowing the seeds of a lifelong rivaliy 
with dashing hunk Metro Man (Brad Pitt), who 
gets all of the applause and the girls, including 
TV journalist Roxanne Ritchi (Tina Fey). 

Miraculously, one of Megamind’s elaborate 


plans comes to fruition and Metro Man is 
destroyed, allowing the villain and his loyal 
henchman, Minion (David Cross), to take 
charge of Metro City. 

Unthinkably, the villain develops strong feel¬ 
ings for Roxanne. 

“The one thing I do know: the bad guy never 
gets the girl,” Minion reminds him. 

“Maybe I don’t want to be the bad guy,” 
shockingly replies Megamind. 

Perhaps Roxanne’s snivelling cameraman 
(Jonah Hill) could provide a novel solution to 
the predicament. 

Megamind is a lively affair and makes good 


use of the 3D technology during the action 
sequences. 

Vocal performances are strong and Ferrell 
tugs the heartstrings as the lead protagonist, 
who is tired of striking fear into everyone he 
meets. 

Tom McGrath’s film appropriates elements 
from Shrek and The Incredibles and produces 
an entertaining hybrid that should have par¬ 
ents chuckling with glee. 

However, with the focus on the unlikely 
romance and a noticeable absence of cute sup¬ 
porting characters, young audiences may be 
bored out of their not-so-mega minds.

FLASHBACK: Ian Hislop looks at the people who changed 
Victorian Britain in a new BBC history series on Monday nights 


NINETEENTH century history can be 
pretty boring particularly on the domestic 
front. All I can remember is the endless 
arguments that surrounded the repeal of 
the Com Laws and I’ve forgotten what 
they were. 

Despite this, Ian Hislop has chosen the 
leading figures in social change that hap¬ 
pened during that time as the focus of his 
new series. 

In ‘The Age of the Do-Gooders’ (Monday 
BBC2 9pm) he puts the spotlight on men 
and women who looked at Victorian broken 
Britain and said, “Something must be done” 
and more importantly, “I am going to do it”. 

He has chosen men such as William 
Wilberforce, who successfully campaigned 
to have slavery abolished in the British 
Empire. Although his most famous achieve¬ 
ment, he was also involved in setting up the 
RSPCA and other moral cmsades. 

A reformed lad-about-town himself the 
programme revealed he had a vision one

night of a decayed and decadent society. 
Wilberforce vowed to change his ways and 
expected everyone else to do the same. 

In fact satirists like Mr Hislop of the 
time, painted him as a bit of a spoilsport. 

When the country was changing rapidly 
because of the industrial revolution these 
busybodies introduced changes that made 
Britain a modem society with a conscience. 

Another revolutionary the programme 
focused on was Charles Trevelyan who bat¬ 
tled to reform the civil service. His new 
exams meant people were appointed on 
merit and no longer in politicians’ pockets. 

In the area of social housing Octavia Hill 
became a leading figure. She bought up 
houses to rent to the poor. She was a strict 
landlady demanding homes be kept clean 
and were regularly inspected by her follow¬ 
ers. She opposed cash hand-outs or anything 


that might create a dependency culture but 
essentially invented the field of social work. 

Hislop intersperses the show with chats 
to commentators such as the Archbishop of 
Canterbury Dr Rowan Williams. 

The series opened with him wearing a 
tall top hat making him appear like a cross 
between Bertie Bassett and Penfold from 
Dangermouse. 

Although a worthy examination of his 
subjects’ achievements it could have 
focused more on the character of his idols. 
The Private Eye editor is an interesting 
presenter but the programme was too full 
of him talking to camera. I would have 
liked to have heard more from the Do- 
Gooders themselves. 

However, if you like your history present¬ 
ed in a straightforward manner, this pro¬ 
gramme gives these pioneers the recogni¬ 
tion they deserve. Most of us take for 
granted their reforms which make life so 
much better for us today.

surprisingly comfortable and good at handling 
the bumps and thumps of roads still scarred 
by the winter of 2009/10. 

Even with the roof folded, the boot is large 
for this class and I can imagine Renault 
sticking batteries in the back for a future 
electric Wind - would anyone bet against ads 
featuring wind turbines? 

The cabin is fairly short of stowage though, 
with minimal door pockets, so the most likely 
buyer must stash her handbag behind one of 
the seats if she is carrying a passenger. 

And she won’t like the exterior door handles 
either; I have it on good authority that these 
will play merry hell with the manicure. 

Our flagship Collection model had the leather 
and heated seats pack (£950) and sporty touch¬ 
es such as alloy pedals, leather-clad wheel and 
gearshift, and a red visor crowning the clocks 
and gauges in the binnacle.

This week, Gill posted another message pointing out 
that she had now (thanks to Facebook) managed to 
trace the son of Tich’s best friend from 249 Squadron. 
“This is so wonderful for my dad,” she told the world.

Market is still under 
pressure as sales fall 

HM REVENUE & Customs has 
revealed a slump in the number of 
homes sold in October in the UK. 

According to its figures, 79,000 homes 
valued at least £40,000 or more were 
sold in the month, a fall of 11 per cent on 
an annual basis. 

However, the figure was 1,000 higher 
than that for September. 

The ongoing lack of mortgage avail¬ 
ability and economic uncertainty contin¬ 
ues to put pressure on the housing mar¬ 
ket, say analysts. 

Recently the British Bankers’ 
Association revealed a further fall in the 
number of new mortgages approved by 
the major banks in October. 

According to the BBA, the number of 
new mortgages approved in the month fell 
to 30,766, down from 31,058 in September 
- representing the lowest level since 
March 2009 - when the country was in 
the midst of its worst recession in decades. 

The figures have confounded analysts’ 
expectations of a rise to 31,300 and con¬ 
tinue to suggest that the mortgage mar¬ 
ket will remain subdued over the coming 
months. 

The Council of Mortgage Lenders and 
the Bank of England have both reported 
falls in mortgage lending over recent 
months. 

Lack of rentals homes 
will lead to price hikes 

THE average price of renting a home in 
Britain is “definitely” set to increase in 
the short term and could continually rise 
over the next two years, the property 
website LettingZone has said. 

Mark Gamer, founder and director of 
the group, says that many tenants are 
choosing to stay in their existing homes 
in a bid to save money. As a result, fewer 
properties are coming on to the market. 

“Rents are definitely on the way up 
purely because of the lack of supply,” he 
said. 

“There are no new properties coming 
on the market, so supply and demand 
[means] rent prices will go up. They 
won’t race away, but they will go up a few 
per cent definitely.” 

Mr Garner’s comments follow a 
Rightmove report, which found that 41.7 
per cent of British tenants expect rental 
prices to rise in the coming year. 

He went on to say that changes to local 
housing allowance in 2011 could result 
in further rental price increases, due to 
the intensifying “pressure” placed on the 
private rented sector.

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No comfort from the cold for the injured 



NO TRAINING: Andy Barcham is still sidelined 


THE cold snap has delayed the progress of 
Gillingham’s players returning from injury, 
with none certain to be in contention for this 
weekend’s trip to Macclesfield. 

Winger Andy Barcham and centre-backs 
Simon King and Garry Richards have all 
had lengthy spells on the sidelines, but are 
now able to complete full training sessions 
with the rest of the squad. 

The key now is match fitness, but 
Gillingham’s plans have been frustrated by 
the weather. King got a run-out in a special¬ 
ly arranged friendly against Dagenham & 
Redbridge earlier this month, and the cen¬ 




tre-back, Richards and Barcham were all 
due to feature for the reserves at Wycombe 
last week, but it was snowed off. 

Another hastily arranged friendly against 
Colchester was due to be played yesterday, 
but it had to be scrapped with neither club’s 
pitches playable. 

Gills boss Andy Hessenthaler is anxious 
not to stretch the players, fearing a 
setback, but if Peterborough recall Charlie 
Lee and Chris Whelpdale they may be need¬ 


ed to make up the numbers on the bench. 

He said: “This break has given players 
time to get treatment but the lads coming 
back need game situations now. They prob¬ 
ably need two or three games to be firing on 
all cylinders. 

“There’s a question mark on most of them 
[for Saturday] but you never know. We will 
really look at them in training, but if the 
loan boys get called back we will be low on 
numbers.” 

Stefan Payne and Luke Rooney are also 
doubts after picking up minor knee prob¬ 
lems in training.

Rooney targets a 
place in first-team 

REFRESHED after a month playing on 
loan in the Conference Premier, Luke 
Rooney has returned to Gillingham with 
a renewed desire to establish himself at 
Priestfield for the first time. 

The 19-year-old’s career to date has 
largely consisted of entertaining 
20-minute cameos, as both Mark Stimson 
and Andy Hessenthaler have been 
reluctant to use him from the start. Of 
Rooney’s 19 league appearances for the 
Gills, 17 have come from the bench. 

Hopes were high in the summer this 
could be his breakthrough season, but 
the first three months of the campaign 
brought only a handful of brief substitute 
appearances and two starts in the cup. 

When Eastbourne Borough, where 
Rooney had a spell last season, enquired 
about another loan spell in October, it 
suited all parties. After four successive 
starts in the Conference, he is eager to 
make a point. 

“It’s great to be back, Gillingham’s 
where I want to be at the end of the day, 
that’s my ultimate goal,” he said. 

“I really do [get frustrated] - at the end 
of the day everyone wants to play. They 
say ‘you’re only young 5 but it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter to me. I want to be in the team mak¬ 
ing things happen. I’m not one of those 
young players who’s happy to sit about 
and wait.” 

Competition for places is due to 
increase as Gillingham’s injury list 
begins to shorten, with Andy Barcham’s 
imminent return providing a possible 
obstacle to Rooney. But he remains a 
viable option, particularly with another 
of his rivals, Bruce Inkango, unable to 
make his mark so far.

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Haines set to challenge 
European Tour big guns

BEING star struck is not something 
which is likely to affect golfer Matt 
Haines, who begins his maiden 
European Tour campaign tomorrow. 

Haines, who only turned professional in 
May, is in South Africa for the Alfred Dunhill 
Championship and is set to begin a new chap¬ 
ter of his career after earning the right to play 
against some of the world’s elite golfers. 

The Rochester & Cobham Park member is fast 
becoming one of Britain’s brightest golf prospects 
after a glittering amateur career, which he fol¬ 
lowed up with a second-placed finish in this 
year’s European Challenge Tour rankings. 

The 20-year-old, who only completed his 
Challenge Tour season five weeks ago with 
victory in the San Domenico Grand Final, is 
looking forward to the task of competing at 
European golf’s top level. 

With the prospect of playing established 
names such as Lee Westwood, Rory Mcllroy 
and Graeme McDowell, he says the key is 
keeping a level head, beginning at the Alfred 
Dunhill Championship. 

He said: “I just see it as another tournament. 
It is the start of a new path for me though for 
sure. The European Tour is where I want to be 
and I need to try and settle into it as soon as 
possible. I can’t be overawed by it as I have a 
job to do. 


“I’ll be a bit rusty after some time off and 
also not being able to prepare properly at 
home, but I’m certainly eager to face the chal¬ 
lenge ahead. I’m sure once I get on Tour I’ll be 
able to pick the brains of some players once I 
get to meet and know them.” 

While the snow and freezing temperatures 
have played havoc with the sporting schedule 


this week, the conditions have equally affected 
Haines’ preparations for the trip to South Africa. 

He said: “This unbelievable weather, for the 
time of year anyway, is really hampering things. 
Frozen greens and really cold temperatures is 
not really the ideal preparation for what I’ll face 
in South Africa. I’ve been preparing mentally 
though and have been in the gym too.”
